gradually, stirrin g the milk co n stan tly 
while the acid ta being added. 
C on­ 
tinue the stirrin g until the curd sepa­ 
rates com pletely, leaving a clear w hey 
entirely 
free 
from 
milkiness. 
T he 
whey is then 
jnoved from th e curd 
and the operation com pleted, aa be­ 
fore. In order to get the proper flavor 
It will be necessary to m il w ith the 
curd some sour, thick milk or cream . 
The method does not give as sa tisfac­ 
tory results as the others described. 
Flavor and tex tu re are the m ost Im ­ 
portant qualities in cottage cheese. 
The flavor should be that of m ildly 
sour 
milk 
or 
well 
ripened 
cream . 
There should be an entire absence of 
all objectionable flavor, such as b itter 
taste, stable flavor, etc 
lf the cheese 
tastes too sour It Is usually d u e to 
keeping too m uch whey In the curd. 
T he use of a sta rte r Is apt to insure 
the right kind of flavor. 
T he tex­ 
ture of cottage cheese is largely de­ 
pendent on th e a mouut of m oisture in 
the cheese. 
W hen the percentage of 
m oisture is much below 70 the cheese 
is harsh, dry and saw dust-!Ike. 
The 
tight 
texture of cottage cheese la 
smooth and free from grittiness. 


Proper Way to Veal Calves. 
Calves th a t are to be vealed should 
receive whole milk for at least tw o or 
three weeks. 
It may seem a little ex ­ 
tensive to feed whole milk for so long 
a terlod. but we believe that lf the 
calves are to be veil led at all it pays 
to follow this system rather than a t­ 
tem pt to raise them entirely 
upon 


sYlhiTuilk. T ile first three or four days 
the milk from th e m other is not tit for 
other purposes except to use for her 
calf 
lf account Is kept of all the 
whole milk u-ed It will be found th a t 
It will not am ount lo u great deal. 
G radually changing at the end of the 
second or th ird week to skim m ilk and 
perm itting the c a lf to eat all the dry 
grain and m ixing a little blood meal 
in the skim m ilk is probably as good a 
practice as any to follow’. 


Bonemeal For Hogs. 
Because of the variability of the 
phosphorus content of different fe<Hls 
and of different soils and of the w ater 
of different localities there Is no bet­ 
ter way to feed bonemeal than to put 
it Into a trough and set this w here 
the pigs can have free access to It at 
all tim es 
Bonem eal, however, should 
not be fed as the only m ineral sub­ 
stance. 
The pig should also have salt, 
air slake#] lim e. charcoal and hard­ 
wood ashes 
These may all be fed 
the sam e as sjHHifled for bonem eal— 
namely, sep arately in a trough or in 
different p n rts of Hie sam e trough. 
The pig can then help him self to th e 
desirable q u an tity of the various in­ 
gredients th a t his m etabolism calls for. 


Rustling Ability of Milk Goats. 
The milk goats, like all goats, can 
make a living on brushy aud hilly 
land 
w here most all other anim als 
would starve. 
They are very bene­ 
ficial to land in cleaning it of weeds, 
sprouts and brush. 
They cannot en ­ 
dure low. wet land, hut thrive perfect­ 
ly on rough and hilly land. 
T hose 
giving milk should be fed on grass, 
fodder and w heat bran, but no grain 
•»f any kind

B etter a prescription 
of som ething to d iv ert th e attention 
from the disease th an Ax it on th at 
disease by unw elcom e doses.” 
It seem ed to me th a t there w’as a 
lot of com m on sense in th is advice, 
and I cu t it out o f the printed ad ­ 
dress and pasted it w ithin my w riting 
desk iii order th a t w henever I opened 
the desk I saw th e injunction staring 
me in the face, so th a t it w as impos- 
xible for me to forget It.
